and Friday. 

And by the weekend, we 
should know how this World 
Cup will shape up. 

West Germany Starts its 
challenge against Algeria at 
Gijon, and the striking power 
of Karl-Heinz Rummeniggee 
and whoever partners him — 
Allofs, Fischer, Hrubesch, Lit- 
tbarski — should give the 
Germans a clear lead in Group 
Two. 

Spain, similarly, should 
have little trouble against 
Honduras in Valencia, but both 
England and Yugoslavia face 
stubborn resistance. 

With Platini, Rocheteau and 
six in sizzling form, France 
has as much chance as Eng- 
land of winning their match at 
Bilboa, whereas Northern Ire- 
land is likely to adopt a stub- 
born defensive stance against 
Yugoslavia’s brilliant for- 
wards Vujovic, Sestic and Ha- 
lilhodzic. 

But whatever happens in the 
next few days, Belgium 
showed in the opening match, 
a 1-8 victory over Argentina, 
that this well could be the 
World Cup of surprises.

SPAIN’s World Cup 
soccer players will become 
instant millionaires if they 
win the tournament. 

The Spanish players will re- 
ceive $100,000 a man if they get 
through the first round. 

For winning the second 
round and qualifying for the 


New venue for ‘86? 


Hermann Neuberger, vice-president of FIFA, says that 
if the 24-toam format is retained for 1986, he would not 
be in favour of Colombia staging the next tournament, as 


planned. 


Neuberger, who is also president of FIFA’s World Cup organ- 
ising committee, said: ‘‘With the current situation in Colombia, I 
just don’t feel it will be able to organise a 24-nation World Cup in 


1986 


Alfonso Senior, president of the Colombian Football Feder- 


ation, is to present evidence at the FIFA congress in Madrid next 
month of his country’s ability to stage the tournament. 

The prospect of low attendances and doubts about the wisdom 
of the 24-team format occupied the minds of World Cup officials 


as the Cup kicked off on Sunday. 


Organising committee chief Raimundo Saporta predicted that 
not all stadiums, particularly those staging less attractive games, 


would be full. 


“‘T don’t think all the World Cup match stadiums will be full,’’ 
he told reporters. ‘‘Take a match such as Kuwait versus 
Czechoslovakia. It is hard to imagine that stadium being filled to 


capacity.”” 


Air lines and hotels said many bookings had been cancelled and 
officials who initially calculated that half a million fans would 
visit Spain for the tournament have now scaled down that figure 


to around 200,000. 


The organising committee, which had originally anticipated a 
profit of one billion pesetas ($9 million) from match tickets and 
three special national lotteries, admitted it has now aiming only 


to break even. 


Tommy Dockerty de- 
clared in s recent news- 
paper article that it was his 
intentions to sign a player 
for South Melbourne 
Hellas when he returns to 
England.

posed to the possibility of sign- 
ing a proven striker in Eng- 
land and getting him to Aust-- 
ralia for the cost of an airfare. 
Last week I condemned PSL 
coaches for not attending the 
national youth championships 





and I still maintain they must 
keep abreast of the standards 
at this level. 

However, I must admit the 
above incidents could be 
reason indeed why those same 
coaches may feel they are 
being let down 

It does not mean that lower 
divisions clubs should not get 
compensated for developing 
players when the tyne comes 
for the youngster to try his 
luck at a higher level, But a 
huge transfer fee may have 
some adverse effects. 

For example, Peter Con- 
stantinou is proving to be an 
excellent young striker at 
Moreland in the First Division.

Spain’s top goalscorer, En- 
rique Castro, better known as 
Quini, said he thinks his 
team’s chances are very good. 

Quini said: “If luck goes our 
way, I think we can make the 
final and probably win the cup.

This time last year the Russians were on 
top of the world. Their well-drilled side was 
being quoted as one of the biggest threats to 
favourites Brazil. And, of course, far too hot 
for poor old Scotland to handle.

LOWLY GREECE 20 A COUPLE OF 
MONTHS BACK, THEIR FORM WENT 
DOWNHILL. 

_ Dynamo Kiev, and Dynamo Tblisi, the club 
sides that provide almost the entire inter- 
national squad, have gone off the boiJ.

On-Don based army club, Andreyev is one of six squad 
members who bronze medals in the 1989 Olym- 
pics. Normally a prolific goalscorer, he lost form 
dramatically last year and it appears that only a spate 
of injuries will enable him to regain a team place. His 
main asset is speed and heading ability. 

KHOREN OGANESYAN (Ararat Yerevan): Tech- 
nically immaculate, Oganesyan shoots well with both 
feet and works extremely hard. His Armenian club is

Not so Kalman Meszoly of 
Hungary, even though he is in 
charge of one of the most 
problematic squads in Spain.

“During the second half of 
the season this ideal was fulfil- 
led to a much Jarger extent 
than during the early rounds, 
with most teams determined 
to win and not looking for easy 
draws. 

“As a result the stamina of 
our players increased consid- 
erably, leading to a major im- 
provement in team work." 

Meszoly was pleased with 
the further improvement of 
some of the tourists to Aust- 
ralia and New Zealand early in 
the year. 

On the other hand, others 
did not comply with the man- 
agers express demand that 
they be the pacesetters in 
every respect with their clubs. 

Motivation was not always 
apparent, form fluctuated 
wildly from week to week and 
lack of fitness was also evident 
at times. 

"At the World Cup players 
do not have several minutes at 
a time available to ‘disappear’ 
from play and simply jog 
around for a bit of a rest. 

“Nonetheless, this is what 
happened at a number of 
league games with some of our 
Stars.” 

Meszoly is also bitterly crit- 
ical of the lack of assistance 
from Hungarian referees in 
Cup preparations. 

The federation requested 
Hungarian officials to allow 
maximum latitude within the 
laws of the game for hard, 
physical, but fair play, while 
mercilessly cracking down on 
rough incidents. 

“Unfortunately, this did not 
happen. Consistency was lack- 
ing in decisions, a lot of rough

Part of the new Blacktown City Youth Development policy, is 
the fostering of talent in the country centre of Orange and part of 
that program is inviting three boys to come to the city, live in at 
the Narrabeen Fitness Camp and receive coaching by Rale Rasic, 
Doug Utjesenovic and David Lee, completely free of charge. 

Blacktown City even is responsible for providing local trans- 
port and overnight accommodation if necessary. 

Sounds great!! 

Two weeks prior to the proposed camp, The Department of 
Sports and Recreation, switches the Blacktown City dates at Nar- 
rabeen so that the squad has to go to the Narrabeen Camp on the 
same dates as the NSW Selected boys squads. 

As the boys from Orange cannot accept both dates in the same 
week, David Lee on 29.4.82, sends a letter to the coaching co- 
ordinator of the NSW Amateur Soccer Football Association, Mr 
Eric Arneill, pointing out this fact and suggesting that the boys 
still come as Blacktown City’s guests and that the State coach, 
Mr Alan Edmondsen, have a look at them while they are in at- 
tendance, to see if they are State team material. 

This meant that Blacktown City would save Western NSW the 
cost of three boys and enable three extra boys to be invited to the 
camp. This was agreeable to Alan Edmonsen. 

On Thursday 6.5.82, having received no reply to the letter of the 
29.4.82, David Lee was surprised when talking to Alan Edmondsen 
about allocating the three now available positions, that Alan had 
been informed on Tuesday 4.5.82, by Eric Arneill:- 

“That if the three boys from Orange train with Blacktown City, 
they are not to be considered for selection in the State team.” 

Alan and David Lee, were opposed to that idea. 

In effect, it stopped the sponsorship of children and also meant 
that in future years, only boys who attend the camps are eligible 
for selection to State teams. ; 

Boys might not attend for any number of reasons — financial, 
sickness, booked holidays etc. 

But in future they are all ruled out. 

David Lee, unable to believe his ears, then contacted Eric Ar- 
neill who verified that this was the decision of the NSW Amateur 
Soccer Federation executive at a meeting on Tuesday night 4.5.82. 

David Lee, during the conversation, pointed out that it was not 
in the best interests of soccer, unconstitutional and an in- 
fringement of children’s rights. 

Mr Arneill said there was nothing he could do. The decision had 
to stand. 

Blacktown City’s secretary was then informed and he instruct- 
ed David to tell the parents of the children from Orange to attend 
the State camps so as not to jeopardise their playing future and 
that Blacktown City will have them back in the September and 
January holidays. 

Well so much for encouraging big Sydney clubs to foster foot- 
ball in country centres and so much for the country kids’ playing 
future.
